Tim sm all crow d of s|*w tiitorH who 
attended 
council 
m ooting 
Tuesday 
night, rwero greatly surprised when 
they saw all the chairs of the several 
councilm en, the m ayor and city a t ­ 
torney occupied. 
It was soon rum ored 
about the council cham ber that busi­ 
ness of m uch im portance was to come 
under the'consideration of tha t august 
body of city dads, b ut no work of 
m uch im portance was done excepting 
the passing of the salary ordinance. 
It has been decided to re-w rite m any 
of the old ordinances, w hich for years 
have been spread on record, as the 
construction of some of them is very 
weak , "and council wishes to m ak e 
the ir ordinances'read over clearly in 
order to save troub le'from any m isun­ 
derstanding in the future. 
T his m a t­ 
te r has not yet been voted upon, but 
it is thought that this w ork w ill be 
done as soon as possible. 
The com m ittee w hich had been a p­ 
pointed 'to m ak e a report as to what 
should be done about the m atter of 
connecting the 
three 
w ater 
wells 
w hich w ere drilled by C urt Lore for 
the city w ater and light plant, repor- 
ted tha t they thought it the w isest 
plan not to connect these wells w ith 
the reservoir until next year. 
Ooun- 
cilm en'H rann and C aldw ell objected 
to this report, as they thought that 
afte r the wells had been drilled a t the 
c ity ’s exjienso tha t the w ater should be 
m ade use of. 
W hile the cost of eon- 
neetiug these w ells w ill reach alm ost 
a thousand dollars it was argued that 
the work m ight as w ell be done at 
present as at any tim e. 
Mr. Caldwel» 
stated tha t although the city could 
furnish enough w ater for general use, 
he dirt not think tha t in case of a big 
fire tha t the w ater plant could furnish 
w aterjto fight it successfully. 
There 
was no vote tak en upon this m atter as 
council decided to aw ait the re turn of 
Supt. <>ng, in order to get his advice 
ujnm the m atter. 
The city m arshal’s rej>ort showed 
that he had collected #i* during the 
m onth of A ugust for show license. 
H is report also contained the state 
m ent*that the sum of $10 had been 
collected for allow ing the canine far 
tion to hark in jieaee over the village 
streets. 
His report was received and 
spread on record. 
The report of Supt. Ong of the w ater 
ami light plant, was then read 1» \ the 
clerk and it was referred to the finance 
com m ittee.

Spivey 
showed that the balance on bands

T his rejKirt was referred to the finance 
com m ittee. 
It was at this tim e in the m eeting 
when council arose and retired to a 
private room, w here they held a con­ 
ference in regard to the salary o rd i­ 
nance. 
The ordinance had been properly 
drafted before hand by the city a tto r­ 
ney, but the salaries of the different 
officers had not been placed in the 
docum ent. 
The ordinance nam ed the 
salaries of the different officers as fol­ 
lows : M ayor $450 a year, w ith the 
fees w hich he collected from his duties 
as police judge ; 
the city clerk , $'» 00 
a year and the fees allow ed to him by 
law ; the treasurer, #700 per am iiu and 
law ful fees ; the city m arshal, #755 a 
year and fees ; secretary of the board 
of health, #100 a y e a r; councilm en. 
#100 j>er annum each. 
The street com ­ 
m issioner is to receive 20 cents per 
hour for his services d uring spring, 
sum m er am i autum n, but d uriug the 
w inter m onths he is to receive 25 cents 
au hour for actual tim e spent in city 
labor. 
The city engineer is to receive 
$1.75 a day tor the^tiuie spent in j>er- 
form ing his duties. 
T he c ity a tto r­ 


ney’s salary was fixed at #200 a year. 
C ouncil voted to suspend the rules 
and to hear the second aud third read 
ings of this ordinance im m ediately. 
Ttiifc was done and thejordinance was 
passed by unanim ous vote. 
A fter the 
passage of this im portant ordinance the 
conuciVirew a long breath and a serene 
sm ile passed over their fact s for their 
salaries of their successors had been 
provided for. 
C ity A ttorney John D. Megoe then 
stated to council tha t under the new 
S tate law' he had never been elect­ 
ed to fill tlio office w hich he holds at 
present. 
Upon this fact being shown 
to council, he was nom inated as city 
attorney and form ally elected. 
It was 
a t this stage of the m eeting when 
some feeble voice cried out “ cigars, 
w hereujiou Mr. Megoe said tha t cigars 
w ere in order a fte r the council m eet­ 
ing. 
A 
verbal 
petition 
of 
E dw ard 
Y oung et al. was then beard by coun­ 
cil, in'w hich the^petitioners ask ed the 
right to construct^a ditch from Sexton 
street on Seventh stree t to H odge’s 
branch ; the ditch to be m ade 700 feet 
long and to be constructed of five 
inch tile. 
The depth of the tile un­ 
der the surface of the street was not 
nam ed. 
O nly cellar 
drainage 
and 
tha t from the dow nspouts of houses 
were to be drained in the ditch. 
A fter this verbal petition, the coun­ 
cilm en entered 
into 
an 
argum ent 
w hich lasted thirty m inutes, as to 
w hether 
or 
not a verbal 
petition 
should be placed on record. 
N one of 
the councilm en objected to the drain, 
but they did not lik e the m anner in 
w hich the m atter was placed before 
them . 
It was tianlly dceided to accept 
the verbal piotition, and it was gra nt­ 
ed under tho condtion that the i>efci- 
tiouers should give a bond of #100 for 
the restoring of the c ity highw ay as 
found before the w ork was to begin. 
The bond ot .T reasurer Spivey, for 
the 
sum of #10.000, as furnished by 
the U nited S tates F id e lity and G ua r­ 
antee Com pany, of B altim ore, 
was 
read to council, and upon receiving 
the assurance that the proper 
sea ls 
were affixed, it was accepted. 
The council then entered into a d is­ 
cussion as to w hat action should be 
tak en against the G reat C entral R a il­ 
road com pany for their failure to re ­ 
pair the crossings a t P erk ins, M ain, 
H arrison and 
Sexton 
streets. 
The 
railroad com pany has 
been notified 
several 
different 
tim es 
to 
repair 
these crosisngs, but they seem to turn 
a deaf ear to the c ity ’s order. 
A tto r­ 
ney Megee stated tha t the com pany 
was liable to a heavy dam age suits at 
alm ost any tim e, and that it was very 
careless of the com pany to transact 
business in such a loose-handed m an­ 
ner. 
Tho clerk says that he has in ­ 
structed tin* railroad com pany at tw o 
different tim es of the council's ord ‘r 
and he said that there had been no re 
suits from 
these orders. The M ayor 
said that he w ould w rite a personal 
le tte r to A ttorney B ruce, of C incin­ 
nati. who is the legal ad ’ isor of the 
railroad com pany, and that he w ould 
toll Mr. B ruce of the condition of the 
G reat C entral’s crossing in this city, 
and that he thought that some results 
would be ob tained ‘from this letter 
C ouncilm an 
C aldw ell then 
m ade 
the statem ent that the streets in some 
parts of the city wen* in a very bad 
condition, and he thought tha t a sutfi- 


of the expense in erecting a concrete 
bridge a t this point, but the county 
council seems to think tha t it is not 
their duty to aid the city in this work .
